Arabs Drive Toward Capital

While under attack from five 


enarby Arab states and from the 
air, the Jews themselves said they 
had struck seven miles into Leb- 
anon and destroyed a bridge, lei 
Aviv was bombed for the third 
straight day.

On the east of the new Jewish 


state of Israel, forces of the five 
Arab nations invading 
Palestine 


were said to have captured the im- 
portant Rutenburg power station 
where the Yarmuk river joins the 
Jordan. 
King Abdullah of Trans- 


Jordan, leader of most of the Arab 
forces 
said the station supplied 


two-thirds of Jewish industry. 
The Jews said the capture of 
Arab Acre, an old Crusaders' port 
12 miles south of Lebanon, Is im- 
minent. 
Dr. Chaim 
Weizman, 73, was 


elected prisident of Israel. A Brit- 
ish subject, he Is now ill In New 
York. Israel applied for member- 
ship in the United Nations. That 
body was Informed by Abdullah 
that Arab Intervention in Palestine 
had the "sole purpose of restoring 
peace and security and estabsilh- 
Intt law and order."
